2. Closest prior art is considered to be D1 which shows a lamp support according to 
the preamble of claim 1 , in particular with a tubular body that has a enlarged projection. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known lamp support in that the tubular 
body incorporates a deflective wall formed in a single piece which surrounds laterally 
and axially with a certain spacing the lamp. 

The problem to be solved may be regarded as to deflect the heat generated by the 
lamp. 

D2 discloses a lamp support with a deflective wall, but the wall is not formed in a single 
piece with the body of the lamp. 

A combination between D1 and D2 does not directly lead to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 .
